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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 : 

I. Claims 12, 17-18, 42, 44-49, 59-60, and 62-66 are drawn to the bearing, classified 
in class 384, subclass 12. 

II. Claims 5 1-52, drawn to the bearing pad, classified in class 384, subclass 305, 

III. Claims 36-37 and 67-68, drawn to the carriage, classified in class 74, subclass 
89.32. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Invention I with respect to claims II and III, are related as combination and 
subcombination. Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations 
(MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the combination does not require adjacent 
pocket groove enclosing therein a first planar area constructed and arranged to resist a flow; a 
second planar area between a compensating groove and a pocket groove; a supply groove 
proximate a compensating groove and said grooves being separated by a third planar area; that 
the carriage is mounted to route the fluid back towards the pressurized source; structure of a 
resistive land; or that the sealing structure is arranged to seal ends of said bearing carriage and 
said side portions being constructed and arranged to extend along at least a portion of sides of 
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said bearing carriage to seal said sides, said end portion including a double-lipped seal, a first lip 
of the double-lipped seal engaging the structure on which said bearing carriage is mounted for 
movement and a second lip of said double-lipped seal preventing debris from entering said 
carriage. The subcombinations have separate utilities such as carriages for turrets or as pads for 
rotary/axial motor thrust bearings. 

Inventions II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not 
obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In the 
instant case, subcombination of the bearing pad has separate utility such as a pad for a rotary 
motor thrust bearing. See MPEP § 806.05(d).
